11. ^Political education at the Metallurgical School was conducted on the basis Ox in- 
struct lone issued by the CP and the ITEM. There were no standard textbooks or manuals. 
The Marxlot-LenlniQt propaganda was directed mainly against the Church and religion, 
tc wipe out all the students traditional biases. Nicolae Barat, U2M chief, declared 
often in hin anti-Church lectures: “You shouldn't attend church services, because the 
church has nothing to offer to you. In the USSR there is, of course, complete freedom 
of religion, but only old woineu ( babele ) go to church. They have nothing else to do. 
TcUngat^f-tv 'of the r»f;V cla uuO uldn't waste their time on such idiocies but concentrate 
on Lie reusing production and raising their cultural level throug] Ccraacmifft Ideologic®.' 
Barat often explained the origin of rain, lightning, hunder, the iormation of earth 
and other natural phenomena. Each lecture enueak -iul see, all this wa made by 
nature, not by Gcd*. Human decency and morals were never touched upon, despite the 
nany thefts, extensive ale oholiitm arid promiocuity ja»ng the students. During eff duty 
hours students could do whatever they wanted. Hobody restricted them.

"Francis Yenk, 65 , Maestru-El^c trie inn (chief foreman of the Section), was M 
^ Sl a fanatical Coxnnunist, was an excellent vrrrker despite hie Hi» 

nsS^ontinously appeared on the 'Tabloul Evident iatilor* (a kind of honor roll). Fe 
was an expert lathe operator. Conservation of electric power was rewarded by the 
best worker receiving a triangular flag from the Labor Union, bearing the COM <*■*!«*. 

To make such individual evaluation of power cavings possible, each lathe was equipped with a 
KWH-meter. 

"Almost all machines in the Electric Section were new, either Czechoslovak or Hungarian. 

The Czech machines came from the MAS factory; the Hungarian from the Rakosi Works in 
Caepel. Their b*oxc construction was good. They were practical ij use and easy to 
hondle, but they were not made of good steel and many parte were of low quality. Con- 
sequently, they often broke down and required extensive repairs. 

*The main offices of the Sovroactol in Beeita are located in the villa belonging to the 
former owner of the plant. Max Auschnit, vho now lives in the present Rumtainn 

Director of the Sovrometal in Resita is Biki Munteanu. He replaced Carol Lonc^r aftcr the 
latter *e transfer to the Ministry of Commerce in Bucharest. 

,,tf ihe Barzava River, which flow through Bee It*, was completely canalized in 19^0-51 
the Borzavn and Bert Rivers were Joined to form a powerful waterfall f 

the electric power plant constructed at Taliug. This power plant, 

from Resita, supplies electricity to all workshops and eatablishaants of the Sovrocctal. 

“At the Otelurilor Speciole (Special Steel Section) four !«rge Siemens-Martin steel 

furnaces were installed in 1950-51* These furnaces replaced the old Piat furnaces 
vnich were dioMxntled . Each of the new furnaces produces about seven-eight tons or 
steel in 2k hours. These furnaces wore constructed under the direction of a German 
engineer, Albert Wahlrlch , who came from the Soviet Zone of Germany, ^e installation 
had not been completed In simmer 1951, when Engineer Wshlrlch died suddenly from 
poisoning. He was buried in Resita, but later his body was ^ n . 

wan rumored that either Western agents or Rumanian partisans killed Wahlrich. The en 
suing investigation failed to turn up any positive evidence, the incident wae 
officially termed 'sabotage*. 

"Another kind of retotage occurred in January 1952 At the No 2 

All material for the furnaces consisted of Junk and scrip iron, including old Rumanian 
wnr materiel used during World Wax II. This materiel had been stored la a aearby 
on a hill not fax from the Hala Nona. Since this scrap contained aanunlticm and artillery 
Shells, a spec i».l conmiHBion had to nee that no explosives got Into the fumacia. *£ther 
the coanisoion me negligent or the accident was caused by saboteurs - ruaoina untaoira. 
In any case the Wo 2 furnace exploded in January 1952 and 1C worker* were aeriounly 
injured. !he author it lea needed a scapegoat and announced almost immediately that a UE> 
agent must have o doth t ted the sabotage . After extensive lnvectlgfltions^-ohey^f lnelly or- 
reoted a Rumanian -orher who, after long grilling, allegedly confessed that he had r_ 
ceived 1 million (ol ; lei to sabotage the furnace. The ran wan sentenced to only a 
few yearo of impri ^ornnent since t'-.a choking comalofiiCu had also been ref^ons — ie ror 

*the explocxon.
